Sierra Madreans and residents from the 
entire foothill area are in for a treat this 
weekend. Monrovia is having a Christmas pa¬ 
rade Friday afternoon and Sierra Madre is 
bursting its buttons with Christmas activities 
all day Saturday, Dec. 7.

Local stores affected by strike 


The News contacted the two grocery stores in 
Sierra Madre to inquire how the meat cutters and 
I'eamsiers strikes had affected them. 

Alex Balian of Alex’s Country Market said, 
“It looks like a long strike, but we’re prepared. 
Ihrce limes a week we go to three different lo¬ 
cations, a 132-mile radius, to pick up supplies. 
We go through strike lines in Pacoima for gro¬ 
ceries and Santa Fe Springs for deli and frozen 
items.” 

Karl Duns of Howie’s Ranch Market said, 
“We won’t feel it as much as the big stores. 
Every day we send two trucks to East l.os Angeles 
and Santa Fe Springs to get our frozen and deli and 
canned goods. Yes, vve go through picket lines, 
but have had no problems. We’ve also had thou¬ 
sands of cases of food delivered by truckers not 
on strike. Those are called drop shipments.” 

Both men agreed that everyone should stay 
calm. “There will always be food,” they reassured 
the community. Sometimes it might be ditticull to 
obtain specially items and perhaps there won't be 
the varieties of items as m normal times, but no one 
will be hungry, they say. 

At first, both men reported, normal shipments 
were cut in thirds but now the supplies have 
inereased to almost the normal amounts. 

Balian said, “1 order 5(X) ol something but it 
might be out of stock, so I’m usually able to gel 
only 20 to 25% of what 1 need. The problem is 
compounded since at first we weren’t getting full 
orders. Now that has snowballed so that the oui- 


of-slock condition is what is hurting us.” 

Duus said, “They’re out of a lot of stuff, 
particularly anything that is imported. It’s costing us 
more since we send two of our men in trucks to 
pick up supplies and someone has to work for them 
here. Tell the people that if they see an empty 
shelf, the items will probably be there the next 
day.” 

Balian said, “If I don’t get it, I won’t have 
it that day. Some shelves are empty even though 
there is no food shortage. It’s just that we can’t 
always gel what we order.” 

The strike is caused, of course, by a disagree¬ 
ment between management and labor, and that dis¬ 
agreement affects the consumer, as it always does. 
Both grocers assured The News that they would do 
everything in their power to ensure that the com¬ 
munity would have enough food.

S and R has busy November

November was an extremely busy one for your 
Sierra Madre Search and Rescue Team. They were 
involved in a total of eight missions, three res¬ 
cues and five searches. 

On Saturday, Nov. 2. the team responded to 
a cliff inside Wilderness Park where they res¬ 
cued two teenagers stranded 600 feet above the 
canyon floor. On Sunday, Nov. 3, the team 
evacuated an injured hiker from the Big Santa 
Anita Canyon. 

Late Sunday, Nov. 10. the team responded to 
assist the Montrose SAR team in their search for 
three missing campers from the Camp Valcrest 
area of the .Angeles National Forest. Weather was 
cold and snow was falling. The searchers located 
the missing trio early the next morning. The two 
campers and their hurch group leader were trans¬ 
ported to the hospital for treatment of hypother¬ 
mia. 

Members responded to the Mt. San Jacinto 
area Nov. 18 to aid the Riverside Mountain Res¬ 
cue Unit in searching for tour seperate groups 
compri.scd of eight persons. Fortunately, most of the 
victims were found within the first three days as 
over five feet of snow had fallen the previous 
Sunday. The final search for a lone 55-year-old 
hiker was suspended on Saturday, Nov. 16, as no 
physical clues had been found. 

While these searches were continuing, the team 
received a call for assistance trom the Yosemite 
National Park. Two Los Angeles area residents 
were overdue from a hike into the back country 
in the Matterhorn Peak area. As most of our 
personnel were involved in the San Jac searches. 


the member teams of the California Region Moun¬ 
tain Rescue Association were put on standby. 
The team assisted the Park Service by interviewing 
friends and neighbors of the missing boys. For¬ 
tunately, they were located late in the day, having 
become stranded by the snowstorm and six feel ot 
new powder. They did not have snowshoes, so they 
were airlifted out by a Navy helicopter. 

On Wednesday, Nov. 20, the team responded 
to assist the Montrose team in a search for two 
missing young adults. Two of our team members 
were training near Mt. Waterman and were able to 
respond quickly to the Sim Jarvi Nature Trail, 
where the missing persons’ car was found. Quick 
tracking led searchers to a 950-fl.-long chute where 
the young man and woman had fallen to their 
deaths. While responding to the previous opera¬ 
tion. other members were detoured at Strawberry 
Peak trail to aid a hiker who had suffered a heart 
attack. The sheriff’s helicopter with paramedics also 
was dispatched. The hiker was transported by 
helicopter to Arcadia Methodist where she was 
admitted. 

Team members then continued on to the other 
operation and assisted in the recovery of the two 
bodies. This was a tragedy which might have been 
avoided. Both were wearing smooth-soled shoes 
which have no traction on the glazed snow. They al¬ 
so ventured off a marked trail into an unsafe 
area. 

W'inter is now upon us. Dress warmly, wear 
proper footgear and be prepared for rain or snow. 

To dale, the team has been involved in over 
82 missions this year, slightly less missions than 
the same time last year. Don’t become a holiday 
statistic. Play safe and remember, “You can’t fool 
Mother Nature.”

Cat Care Shelter, one of the oldest and 
largest nonprofit humane society shelters in 
Los Angeles County , has many beautiful spay¬ 
ed attd neutered cats ready for adoption. 
“Christmas is just around the corner." says 
the Shelter’s director Hettie Kram. “Adopt¬ 
ing a warm and fuzzy kitty assures both of you 
pleasure.” Kram says. “If you’re interested in 
adoption, you can reserve your gift now!” 

Cat Care Shelter houses its animals in a 
large, sunny compound without cages. N'isitors 
are free to stroll through the shelter to narrow 
their choices and observe the animals playing 
and eating. 

Depending ott its age. each anitnal is spay¬ 
ed or neutered, vaccinated against commoti 


feline diseases and treated for all common 
parasites. A veterinarian supervises animal 
health care and vaccinations. 

Kram says, “Since our founding, we have 
prided ourselves on being one of the few 
shelters that does not put excess animals ‘to 
sleep.’ If the cat is unadoptable, we keep it 
here until it dies from old age. 

“We are supported entirely through pri¬ 
vate donations,” Kram points out. She en¬ 
courages concerned animal lovers to donate 
money, which is tax-deductible, to the non¬ 
profit shelter. “Cats and dogs give humans 
untold emotional rewards and contribute heav¬ 
ily to medical research,” Kram adds. “We 
have a responsibility to them which we can 
show through heightened awareness of their 
needs and a respect for nature.” 

Persons wishing to adopt cats are invited 
to visit the shelter Friday, Saturday or Sunday, 
from noon to 3 p.m.

Kiwanians hear about Comet

Modem Man, liis genius lor mathemaiies and 
ineehanies fueled by insaliable euriosiiy, has pro¬ 
pelled himself into ibe Spaee Age with Ihe speed 
of his own roekets. With all due respeet lo the 
astronomers of old, who worked with primitive 
equipment and battled superstition, more has been 
learned in the past generation than in all ol pre- 
viously-reeorded history. 

At the Nov. 19 meeting ol Ihe Sierra Madre 
Kiwanis Club, this and inueh more was given in a 
talk by Robert Sleinbaeher of let Propulsion 
l.aboralory, Pasadena. Sleinbaeher is in eharge ol 
Might lixperimenl ;md gave a most inlornialive talk 
on spaee project s. 

His main subjeel, however, was Halley’s Co¬ 
met, that lerresirial wamlerer that visits the earth 
every 76 years, 

Sinee first noted by C hinese astronomers in 
240 H. G., it has been the subject of intense 
interest, not only because ol the frequency ol its 
visils, but because its appearance at many limes has 
coincided with calamities or great historical events. 
It was in the skies when William, Ihe Conqueror 
ero.ssed the I iiglish C hannel in 1066 A. D. and 
defeated Htirold, King of the Saxons at the Battle 
of Hastings. 

Sleinbachei poinletl out that comets are not 
fieiy bmlies with immense Itiils of fire, as was once 
commonly supposed. 1 hey are formed ol a hard 
core of pi iini'idial rock, sui nniiKled by ice and dust. 
When it gels near the sun, the ice melts and forms 
a streamer of vapor sometimes millions of miles 
long. I he sun shining on this vapor is the luminous- 
ily we see when Ihe ci'inei is in view. 


Ihe comet has been dubbed “the dirty snow¬ 
ball” by some astronomers. When the comet turns 
away from me sun, Ihe vapor again collects on the 
comet and once again is ice. There are at least 
2(X) comets known to exist and many more are 
supposed far out in the depths of spaee. 

The appearance of the comet in 1985 is being 
received with a far different attitude by Ihe public 
than when it made its last appearance in 1910. 
fhen there was widespread belief that it might 
collide with the earth or at least pass near enough 
so Ihe fiery tail would incinerate the world. This 
fear was based on lack of knowledge and Ihe su¬ 
perstition about former ealamiiies attributed to the 
comet. Thanks lo the Space Age, we know better. 

Halley’s Gomel is in view now, and will be, 
under varying eireumstanees until late spring of 1986. 
As Sleinbaeher pointed out, luck combined with a 
clear, moonless night and a high elevation away 
from city lights will be needed lo see it plainly. 

Ihe following data was supplied by Slein- 
bacher: 

Nov. 4 - Nov. 20 Gomel now in view in 
low sr)ulhern sky. 

Dec. 3 - Dec. 14 Visible to the naked eye
